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8. Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Shirasaki and Allen as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Pokorny et al. 
(Pokorny) (U.S.Patent No. 6,461,775). 

c. Allen discloses that the film is out of thermoplastic resin (Col. 14, line 32), 
but does not disclose the glass transition temperatures of the film. However, 
Pokorny discloses thermoplastic material having various glass transition 
temperatures (Col. 8, lines 58-67). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to adapt the 
type of film disclosed by Pokorny to the display device of Sharsaki and Allen 
since this reference is only meant to point out that the thermoplastic materials 
have high glass transition temperatures that could be applicable in liquid crystal 
display applications.
